SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires a professional land surveyor and the
surveyor’s agents, employees and personnel under the surveyor’s supervision
to make a reasonable effort to notify adjoining landowners when a survey is to
be performed on adjoining property.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Decrease State Revenues - Not Significant

Assumptions:

e A not significant decrease in state revenues to the extent that
persons who violate the provisions of this bill will have their
registration revoked and will no longer pay registration fees.

e Any increase in state expenditures to investigate complaints
versus any decrease in state expenditures from not having to
issue registration renewals for persons whose registration is
revoked is not significant.
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
